Editor, Wetaskiwin Times: 

I havo been asked for an opinion as 
to the probable success of the present}, 
campaign for greater pork -production 
and especially: greater bacon produc- 
tion.

things whichxare certain to prevent 
success, OF at ‘Aeast reduce the degree 
of success, that might otherwise be 
attained.

Now, what of the offspring? Inves- 
tigation has resulted in the following 
figures: Where one parent is defec- 
tive one-third to two-thirds of the off- 
spring are defective; where both par- 
ents ure defective, all the offspring 
are defective; where both parents are 
jaleoholic all the offspring are invar- 
It is further proven 
if the mentally defectives were 
eared for properly we would remove 
50 per cent of all crime; 66 and two- 
{thirds of all prostitution and 40 per 
|cant of all venereal diseases. 

How are the mentally defective to 
be cared for? In schools all mentally 
defective children should be carefully 
segregated from the normal children 
and taught only what they are able 
tu assimilate. As they advance .in 
years they must be segregated us to 
sex and placed in institutions where 
trained supervisors meet their mental 
requirements as to training and avo- 
cation. It should be noted that many 
show great adaptability for certain 
kinds of work. A woman quite incap- 
able of looking after a home or raisin, 
children may become an expert needle- 
worker, basket-maker or be capable of 
Most wartistic fancy or bead-work. 
When there is a talent it should be 
developed. Institutions on the cottage 
plan are more to be desired than large 
buildings where there is frequent in- 
tercourse between the people of var- 
ious degrees of deficiency. The cot- 
tage plan also lends itself to gradual 
growth according to requirements, 
rather than the great outlay required 
for large buildings. It is safer, affords 
more air and more liberty.
